THE COST 





“Which of you, intending to build a tower, sitteth 
not down first, and counteth the cost, whether 
he have sufficient to finish it?” 





M. W. Letsinger 


Luke 14:28 

A great number of people start to 
do things without counting the cost, 
but we realize it is very unwise to do 
so. We have known of companies 
starting to build big hotels and failed 
to have finance enough. The result 
was they would go into the hands of 
a receiver. The companies would not 
only suffer the loss of what they had 
put into it but would be mocked be- 
cause they had acted so unwisely. 

Farmers have undertaken to put 
out more crop than they were able to 
farm. The result was they failed and 
not only lost their crop, but also lost 
their standing as good prosperous 
farmers. 

Mechanics have undertaken to 
build when they were not able. The 
result was a miserable failure which 
lowered them in the estimation of all 
who knew of their undertaking and 
failure. 

It is true in the political as well as 
the financial world, many have made 
their leap without first counting the 
cost only to wake up to the sad reali- 
zation that they had made a miserable 
failure. 

I knew of four men who conspired 
to rob a bank. While they were try- 
ing to accomplish their undertaking 
they killed a man. They were soon 
captured, condemned by the courts, 
and by and by paid the extreme penal- 
ty in the electric chair. If they had 
only counted the cost, I am sure this 
never would have happened. 

We see the young man as he goes 
into the world to have what is com- 
monly known as a good time. He has 
been reared and tutored by Christian 
parents who have tried to teach him 
the importance of living right. But 
instead of goimg in the way he has 
been taught, he goes out for a good 
time, living after the natural appe- 
tites of humanity. It is not long until 
disease takes hold of him. He loses 
his youthful appearance, his face is 
pale, his eyes lose their luster and 
sink back, his muscles and, strength 
are all gone, and he soon wakes up to 
the realization that he is a physical 
wreck and a sufferer for life. Oh, if 
he had counted the cost, but alas, it is 
too late. Nothing to do now but to 
suffer his days away and die a dis- 





graceful death. 

Then think of the beautiful girl so 
fair and promising, but by taking the 
wrong course, soon brought awful 
disgrace on herself and loved ones. 
Now if she had only sat down for a 
few moments and counted the cost, all 
this never would have been. But it is 


too late now. She is ruined and 
wrecked forever. 


The saddest thing I can think of 
is for someone to make a start to 
seek and serve the Lord and find the 
cost is more than they had counted 
and give up and go down in awful 
disgrace. When the revival is on and 
some are praying thru and getting 
blest, as a rule, there are some who 
make a start and fail to go thru. Some 
go far enough to get saved but fail 
to go on into deeper experiences and 
become members of the church and 
active workers for God. They failed 
to count the cost and found there 
were consecrations and crosses for 
them to make and bear that they were 
not willing to do. I have known of 
some who got wonderously saved and 
lived a victorious life for years. But 
by and by they met with something 
they never had thoroughly settled in 
their hearts, and the result was they 
fell into sin, bringing’ an awful re- 
proach on the Christian religion.
